Miracles of Healing— Their Spiritual 
Import, 


TExtract from a recent lecture by W, J, Colville, Pub- 
lished by request of many frien: s.] 


If any one should ask us if we believe 
in the literal resurrection of Lazarus, we 
should answer, we can neither prove nor 
disprove it. A so-called miracle, as the 
word signifies, is nothing unnatural ; it is 
not necessarily supernatural, but merely a 
wonderful occurrence which excites the 
beholders to marvel. Before accepting 


the story of a bodily resuscitation we 
should however have to be satisfied by 
sufficient valid testimony, and this is not 
procurable when events said to have trans- 
pired between eighteen hundred and nine- 
teen hundred years ago are up for discus- 
sion. But even if we could prove the 
raising of Lazarus bodily to be a literal 
historical fact, should we not feel the utter 
insufficiency of the evidence of immor- 
tality with which it furnished us? Would 
not Martha and Mary have lived, after his 
resurrection, in perpetual fear that he 
might die again, and they have to undergo 
the pangs of separation from their beloved 
brother a second time? On the other 
hand, if Jesus never raised Lazarus liter- 
ally at all, but by some wonderful appeal 
to the spiritual perceptions of the sisters, 
opened their spiritual eyes to discern his 
presence asa deathless being with whom 
they might commune in the immortal state, 
and whose spiritual presence might illu- 
mine their path while yet they dwelt on 
earth, how much more glorious must 
have been the resurrection, not that of a 
corpse to renewed physical animation, but 
the perception of his relatives to the truth 
of immortality, and the knowledge that 
there is in truth no death and no long in- 
terim of unconsciousness between physi- 
caldissolution and a day of general res- 
urrection in the dim and distant future. 
So, also, with Jairus' daughter; if her 
physical form was raised (and it may have 
been), if that was all, how meager the 
consolation, how deeply tinged with fear 
must have been the joy it inspired in her 
father’s breast. 

Spiritual truth alone can offer solid com- 
fort when your hearts are heavy with be- 
reavement; you may indeed be thankful 
if some great healer can restore to you 
the bodies of your dear ones in health 
and beauty after they have been wasted 
with disease, and brought even to death's 
door, but he who can go far, far beyond 
external restoration to health and help 
you to enjoy perpetual converse with your 
beloved in a spirit in a manner death can 
never interrupt, is alone entitled to dis- 
tinction as a spiritual enlightener and de- 
liverer. Far too much stress is laid upon 
external cure, and far too little thought 
bestowed on the far greater work of ap- 
pealing to the spiritual perceptions of the 
race. 

Spiritual science, while it gladly en- 
dorses, and in fact thoroughly includes 
physical and mental culture, securing to 
its true disciples intellectual and physical 
welfare no other persons share to a sim- 
ilar extent, it is first and foremost a spir- 
itual, a moral, an ethical system of edu- 
cation, using the word education as 
synonymous with true, natural and healthy 
development of spiritual ability. Jesus 
on every occasion, when he addressed 
his disciples prior to taking his leave of 
them on earth, alluded to the only true 
and satisfactory communion which can 
possibly exist between kindred spirits. 
“ So I am with you always, ” alluded not 
to any bodily presence, but solely to that 
enlightened spiritual communion those 
alone enjoy and understand whose thoughts 
have been diverted from material shadows 
and centered on spiritual truth, which is 
the only changeless reality in all the uni- 
v-rse. We must all drop these mor- 
tal shadows, but when we realize our 
friends as alive eternally in spirit, we no 
longer bury them, but rejoicingly exclaim : 

* O death where is thy sting, 
O grave where is thy victory.” 
Thanks be to God who giveth us (not 
ceith) the victory. 

Now as to the use of material remedies 
by those who profess to follow in the 
steps of Jesus, some people say: ‘If 
you follow in the track of Jesus you 
must use material means. You are very 
inconsistent if you do not put your fin- 
gers into people's ears, or use clay to 
annoint their eyes.” These are objec-

tions we hear very often. We answer 


that Jesus never used any material remedy 
which people in his day believed was a 
remedy. He cast aside all the practices 
of the medical schools of his day. We 
never hear that Jesus carried about a med- 
icine chest or used instruments. How 
many people in Judea were foolish enough 
to believe that a blind man was cured by 
washing in the pool of Siloam? Couldn't 
they analyze its water? What curative 
property was there in it? And what was 
there in simple clay and saliva to open 
the eyes of a man born blind? They 
could all use clay and saliva. Why didn't 
Jesus use some more mysterious remedy ? 
Didn’t Jesus with fine irony turn the ta- 
bles upon the physical methods of treating 
the sick? Isn’t it plain that his meaning 
was this: ‘* Do you think spirit is not 
enough? The voice of the soul not 
enough? Do you think truth is not 
enough? Well then, we will use some 
physical means. There is some clay, and 
{ will use some saliva from my mouth to 
mix it. So the next time you want your 
eyes treated you have your remedy at 
hand, without going to the doctors.” The 
people knew well enough that it was not 
the clay and saliva that healed; nor the 
pool of Siloam. Jesus simply turned the 
tables. Then came that wonderful work 
of raising the dead; restoring those in 
whom animation was suspended. This 
was by the word of command: ‘* Dam- 
sel, I say unto thee, arise!” ‘* Lazarus, 
come forth!” There is no reason for 
holding to mortal beliefs. We would 
much rather people should use hot water 
or cold water, or simple dusc with saliva, 
than experiment with deadly drugs. Je- 
sus took only the simplest material things, 
but it is that “which cometh by prayer 
and fasting " that effects the cure. Mont- 
gomery says, 
** Prayer is the soul’s sincere desire, 
Uttered or unexpressed.” 


Prayer is aspiration. Paul said, ** Pray 
without ceasing.” Not kneel down to 
pray, but do every common thing in the 
right spirit. Make every act an act of 
worship. The sacred embraces cvery- 
thing; the life of prayer means a life of 
continual aspiration. What is fasting? 
Not going without something because we 
are afraid it will injure us. Not fasting 
on ember days and Fridays. Fasting is 
the reining in of every lower impulse; 
|.abstinence from every lower gratification. 
We must abstain from all inordinate self- 
love, pride, passion, everything that sepa- 
rates us from the eternal, Prayer and 
devotion means the exercise of our spirit- 
ual faculties. The reining in of our lower 
nature is fasting. We find these words 
in the epistle Ae James, ** If any among 
you are sick, let him call for the elders of 
the church, and let them anoint him with 
oil in the name of the Lord.” What did 
the oil do? Nothing. People in the 
olden time believed in unction for the 
sick. *'Effectual fervent prayer availeth 
much." But anointing with oil, or wash- 
ing the hands before touching tbe sick— 
these things amount to nothing. We 
should get rid of the mortal belief that 
the physical hands of Jesus accomplished 
cures. In the case of the Centurion's 
Servant, who was held at a. distance, how 
far did Jesus stretch his hand? Did it go 
through physical masonry? The touch 
of the hand simply means the right hand 
of sympathy—that sympathy we should 
extend to all; that kindness which knits 
us all together. The poor, miserable idea 
of laying on of hands—to what does it 
lead? The soldier who has had his hands 
shot off would have to sit still unable to 
help you. He might say: ‘‘If I had my 
hands I would be pleased to help you, 
but I can do nothing now." But if he 
understands what the New Testament 
means by hands he can say: ‘‘ I am per- 
fectly whole; I will lay my hands in spirit 
upon you; you shall feel the hands of my 
sympathy. It is God's hand that uses 
me, therefore I care not whether I can 
reach you physically or not. Ican pray; 
I can love; I can teach you that truth 
which shall make you free in the persence 
of the Eternal-—the truth that shall give 
you life.” 

We wish to say that while we ourselves 
do not advocate the influence of any ma- 
terial agencies, we have the most un- 
bounded esteem for every honest school 
of practice, and for every honest practi- 
tioner. We know that every honest 
worker does good because of his good 


intentions. Therefore we urge no war 
upon any class of men or women who do 


honest work. Those do good because 
tbey love humanity. But when we are 
called upon to expounde spiritual sci- 
ence, we feel bound to make neither 
compromise nor concession. We main- 
tain that the most successful work done 
by metaphysicians is done by those who 
are doing nothing by physical means, but 
only trusting in spirit. We are not pre- 
pared to say that they never fail, nor that 
their present mode of treatment is the 
ultimate. We simply say that all who 
are striving to do honest work are draw- 
ing nearer and nearer the final goal, and 
that there is a battle to fight to overcome 
both acquired and inherited beliefs; we 
can reach nearer every day to the stature 
of the perfect man; it will be only when 
the fullness of truth is realized by us in 
its perfection that we shall be able to do 
even greater works than were done in the 
days of Jesus. Then only a few gathered 
round the Master whose work was limited 
to the few. His command was: ‘‘Go 
and preach the Gospel to the whole world.” 
While formerly Palestine was the Holy 
Land, eyentually the whole world will 
become holy ground. Where tormerly 
the little apostolic band were the only 
representatives of the Christ, to-day truth 
calls to the multitudes of humanity to lift 
high the banner, and signs will surely 
follow all who are true to its sacred call.

My Dear Ones:—You often wonder 
if your written words, your questions and 
written letters are more satisfactory and 
pleasing to us on this side of life than the 
mental longings for communion.

When you longingly 
think of us we come to you and many 
times fail to learn the cause of your un- 
rest, because your thought is nowhere 
written plainly. The act of writing and 
placing your words upon the paper ap- 
pears to fix your thought so that we can 
easily understand why you call us, and 
we accept the first opportunity that offers 
to reply to you through our chosen in- 
strument. We certainly prize your letters, 
and, as with you, read them over until 
we learn every word; until you also come 
to this side, it will be impossible for you 
to realize the joy that letters from those 
left behind bring us, nor will you fully 
understand how much joy there is in 
heaven because we are not forgotten. 
True it also is, that your letters,—the 
paper they are written upon,—never come 
to us, but as you write you think of us, 
and we are drawn to you and read as you 
write. My letters to you convey my love 
as fully as is possible to do through some 
other organism. All in this world of 
beauty, so far as I can learn, rejoice to 
return to loved ones in earth-life, and so 
anxious are we that we enter any door 
that freely opens for us that we may as- 
sure you that there is no death to the soul 
or love; that though there is very much 
happiness obtainable in earth-life, and it 
was very sorrowful for many of us to pass 
out of it, we have entered into a life that 
isas real to us as that was, and here we 
find paths leading to far greater happiness 
than is possible to obtain there. 

If those in mortal life would learn to 
enter into the sunshine of the present 
hour, life would be well worth living, for 
then 1t would not be so necessary to take 
heed for the to-morrow. If the to-day is 
fully lived out, there would be no anxiety 
as to what the future has in store; then 
there would be more gladness there and 
greater joy upon entering life on this side.

ness for all who are deserving of it. 

Could you know the anxiety there is on 
this side of life to find a way open that we 
could come to you with the love token. 
and assurance of remembrance, you would. 
do all tbings possible to open and prepare 
the way for us. After finding our chosen 
instrument we frequently fail to reach you. 
perfectly because we must first learn. how 
to send our messages over this peculiar 
way, and while we are learning the method. 
and becoming familiar with the means re- 
quired, our dear ones on your side fre- 
quently become discouraged because of 
the imperfection of our first attempts. 
The way is much like your telegraphic 
system, and after we have become famili: r 
with it we fail because our medium or 
chosen instrument is not in harmony with 
us, or, more likely, her surroundings arc 
not harmonious, and a failure awaits us; 
but when we find a harmonious condition 
we are rejoiced because it gives us as 
much joy to communicate to you as is 
possible for you to experience upon rc- 
ceiving word from us. 

If all who are hungry for information 
from the dear ones on this side would first 
learn something about the proper condi- 
tions they should bring our mediums 
before asking to have the windows of 
heaven open to them, there would be 
much less apparent cause of complaint. 
You have something to do as well as the 
mediums you are sitting with in order to 
open the way for us to come to you as we 
would like to do. We love you just as 
truly as we did in earth-life, and would 
come to you as before if we could. We 
so love our own that we can not give them 
up to grief and sorrow as they journey on 
through earth-life, and desire that they 
know the truths of the real life that awaits 
them upon these shores. We are ever 
reaching out our hands to greet and lead 
you into the truth of immortality and the 
undying love of dear ones gone before.

SPIRITUALISM AND OHRISTIANITY. 


An Address by Dr. Lydia Ms Hunt, Given 
Before the First Spiritual Society of 
Portland, Sept. 18, 1887. 


Christianity, the prevailing religion in 
civilized countries, and the outgrowth of 
religions which preceded it, is founded 
upon blind faith (‘things not seen, but 
hoped for”), belief in supernaturalism, 
- opposition to natural law, while Spiritual- 
ism is founded on rational faith, entirely 
- discarding supernatural power. Christ- 
- janity teaches that man is born totally 
depraved because of the sins committed 
by our first parents, who were the finished 
work of God's hand, and poor humanity 
is to be cursed or blessed as seems to this 
Creator best. Spiritualism teaches that 
manis the outcome of all elements be- 
low him; that everything occurs within 
‘the reign of law, the lower developing 
with the higher. It teaches the evolution 
of inorganic life from the moss that 
thers on the mountain side up to the 
fiy oak; from the lowest forms of ani- 
life up to man, the highest form to 
which nature aspires; and that the spirit 
of man has evoluted in the same ratio 
as the development of the material body. 
‘The total depravity doctrine, as taught 

by the Christian religion, necessitates a 

- hell where two-thirds of God's creatures 
will writhe in agony forever and ever. 
Spiritualism teaches that the law of prog- 
tess will sooner or later carry the most 
unfortunate creature into spirit perfection. 
"Which belief is the most rational and 
human ? 
^ The Christian religion teaches that the 
salvation of man depends upon his belief 
pa his works); thata God-man called 
lesus was tortured to death for the sins 
of man already committed—not to pre- 
vent the committing of sin, while Spiri! 
ualism teaches that the undeveloped con- 
dition of the planet on which we live 
in ignorance and disobedience of nature’s 
laws, are the causes of sin, and that 
retribution is sure and also just; that the 
fection of the human race depends 
© upona knowledge and obedience to na- 
 ture's laws, and that the salvation of the 
world depends upon perfected parentage, 
especially perfected motherhood. 
Which of the two religions has the 
promise of future good for mankind? 
For eighteen hundred years Christian- 
ity tolerated human slavery, and in some 
parts of the world taught that it was right, 
and of divine origin. It raised not its 
voice against intemperance until it be- 
came a popular question, made so by 
the native goodness in the human heart, 
thus compelling the church to attack it as 
an evil. 
The religion of the Christian Bible,

in her despair, complain of God's injus- 


tice in taking from her her only child, 
when so many who were less promising 
, Like a dog licking the hand 
that has whipped it, she kneels, asking the 
being that bas smitten her soul to help her 
bear the burden. 

‘Spiritualism is ever ready with healing 
on its wings. The tender caresses of 
loved ones are still received, and the dear 
voice is heard, saying: ‘‘ Grieve not, I 
am still with you and love you; only a 
few days and you will be with me, will see 
me, touch me, and hold me in yonr arms 
as you used to do." The Christian's 
promise of reunion of loved .ones at the 
Judgment Day is too far off to give con- 
solation to the aching heart. 

The story of the creation, as taught in 
Genesis, opposes all science, geology, as- 
tronomy, the law of gravitation and evo- 
lution, while the philosophy of Spiritualism 
accepts all these and extends its hands, 
ever ready to grasp more truths as they 
are borne to man. Spiritualism recog- 
nizes the germ of soul from the beginning 
of time. Although this may be to some 
extent speculative, is it not more rational, 
more healthful, more elevating to the hu- 
man family than the Adam and rib story 
of Genesis? May we not speculate in 
this way: May not the germ of soul, 
through an infinite succession of births, 
lives, deaths, and incarnation in element- 
ary existence and progress, at last attain 
to that final spiritual state from whence it 
becomes for the last time attached to mat- 
ter, and is Borne into the climax of ma- 
terial existence? Some great writer, 
speaking of the origin of man, has said: 
** Afar down I see the huge first noth- 
ing; I know I was there; I waited unseen, 
and took no harm from the fiery mist and 
fetid carbon. Faithfully I was rocked in 
the cradle of time until the surging waters 
bore me tenderly on its waves. I have 
lived through the long, slow strata, piled 
higher and higher; vast vegetation gave 
me sustenance, and all forces have been 
steadily employed to complete and de- 
light me, and now I stand upon this spot 
with my soul.” 

From whence that vital spark which 
must have existed before matter became 
organized? We may say that protoplasm 
is that form of matter which first mani- 
fested the phenomenon of life—that spark 
which will never be permitted to go out, 
but will perpetually glow on the altar of 
nature, burning higher and higher until its 
brightness shadows forth more truths in 
the glorious future. We may speculate 
further in thought, and ask, What means 
the universal law of progress which prom- 
ises perfection, if there is not a future 
condition where perfection is made possi- 
ble? What mean the aspirations which 
fill the soul, but are never satisfied, in this 
life, if there is nothing beyond? What 
hope is there for the trusting, loving hearts 


from Genesis to Revelation, teaches that

The spintualistic belief concerning the 
condition of man in the future state is far 
more rational than the ideas taught by 
any other religion. The Bible asserts that 
there is more rejoicing over one sinner 
who reformeth, than over ninety-nine 
righteous men. It teaches that the sinner 
may be saved at the eleventh hour, and 
that he can be changed in the twinkling 
ofan eye. The Christian religion teaches 
that a man may live a strictly moral life, 
charitable in thought and deed, but if he 
can not believe in the atoning blood of 
_ Jesus, he will, in the life to come, suffer 
untold torture forever, while a man who 
is stamped all over with crime, and whose 
career is stopped by the hangman's rope, 
may enjoy eternal bliss in Heaven if he is 

ing to cast his burden of sin upon 
. Jesus. This cowardly wretch professes 
. Tepentance, and marches to the scaffold 
with a crucifix before him, ready to pass 
through the pearly gates to rest in the 
- bosom of Abraham. The thought arises, 
If this man is fitted for Heaven, why not 
- let him live on earth, where good men are 
so much needed? Although the poor 
criminal seems happy in the thought of 
the glories that await him, no doubt he 
would gladly accept a longer lease of life 
in this world. 

Spiritualism teaches that Heaven is a

Capital and Labor. 


Eprtor or GOLDEN GATE 1 

In the issue of August 13th, an article 
on ‘Capital and Labor” appeared over 
the signature of “A Settler.” It seems 
to have moved a brother in Oakland, “A. 
W.," to a reply, and also one signing him- 
self ** Ben Franklin French." That of 
A. W. is written in a spirit of moderation 
and earnestness which shows that he 
really has the public welfare at heart, and 
in the main we coincide with his views. 
In regard to all men being born ‘‘equal,” 
itis true in one sense, while in another it 
is absolutely false. To be strictly true all 
must be born with equal mental and 
moral capacity, and with an equal amount 
of ambition, energy and industry to de- 
velop and make the best use of their fac- 
ulties. [o argue that such is a fact is a 
work of supererogation. 

Now do not the intellectual powers be- 
stowed upon any individual belong to him 
as much as his physical strength? To 
force a man to use the last for any other 
than his own benefit and profit is tyranny 
—slavery. Would it be less so to force a 
man so to use the first ? 

There would be no capital without the 
severest mental labor—labor which has 
wrung forth such drops of sweat as physi- 
cal toil never knew, and never can know. 
Those who think it harder to work eight 
or ten or twelve hours a day with the 
hands while the mind is left in «perfect 
freedom than to sit at a desk dressed in 
“ store clothes” and bend every energy 
and faculty of mind and brain to their 
task for as many hours, and frequently far 
more, show their complete ignorance of 
the matter and also their utter inability to 
appreciate or understand the difference. 

Intellect is the head to plan, manual 
labor the hands to execute. And they 
never could execute to work without a 
head to plan it and show them how to do 
it. It may be that the head has appro- 
priated somewhat that should belong to 
the hands. Even so, is it just to take all 
from the head to give it to the hands? 

It seems to us, good brother ** A. W.,” 
that these points have not received their fair 
share of consideration. 

In the issue of Sept. 3d, Mr. French 
makes some severe strictures, and he will 
allow us to say also very unjust and alto- 
gether uncalled for by anything in our ar- 
ticle of the 13th. He differs from us in 
opinion. Certainly, that is his privilege. 
He has a right to hold-his own views, and 
to express them in a proper manner. But, 
brother Ben, would not calm, dispassion- 
ate argument and a fair statement of facts 
be better than a display of temper and 
calling of names? This is the first time 
that the idea of being a ‘‘ thief,” a ** land 
shark” ora ‘‘wolf” has been presented 
to our mind. That such opprobrious 
epithets could be applied to a settler who 
hastaken Government land, worked hard 
to improve it and build up a home, and 
endured all the privations and hardships 
of a pioneer life, is an entirely new sensa- 
tion. He does not believe we have 
thought much on the subject because we 
can not see that the ** whole trouble " be- 
tween Capital and Labor lies in unlimited 
land tenure; i. e., because we can not 
see exactly as he does. It would con- 
sume too much time and space to state 
our reasons for not seeing this, as we cer- 
tainly do not. Instead, we refer the gen- 
tleman to an able article on ‘ Land 
Tenures,” by Dr. John Allyn, in the 
GorpEN Gate issue of August 27th. 

Mr. French says itis to be hoped we 
will inform ourselves of the principles ad- 
vocated by Henry George and others, 
whose main point is to have all lands 
taxed alike. Mr. F. is certainly himself 
mistaken in regard to Mr. George's princi- 
ples, as Dr. Allyn has already shown in 
the article mentioned. Mr. George un- 
equivocally advocates the right of the 
Govvrament to forcibly dispossess the 
present owners of the land, who have 
paid said Government for it, without al- 
lowing them any compensation therefor. 

By what process of reasoning any man 
can bring himself to believe that such a 
course would be fair, honest and just is 
beyond our understanding. Mr. French 
charges us with ignorance and not think- 
ing deeply. Perhaps that is why we can 
not view things in the same light as he 
does. 

Alluding to our assertion that what a 
man bought and honestly paid for was his 
own, Mr. French says that he heard that 
said forty years ago about the *' nigger.” 

Well, and it was true, even about the 
“nigger.” As long as the Government 
sanctioned the traffic in slaves, the man 
who paid his money for them did own 
them; and, without doubt, had not the 
impetuosity of the South precipitated the 
war, the matter would have been ad- 


neath, without a spirit of sweet quietude 
stealing over the soul, baptizing the body 
anew? Who can gaze on grand ocean 
waves, as they break on the rocky shore, 
or spread their mantle of foamy lace over 
the sandy beach so like the great ocean 
of life, where mortals are tossed hither 
and thither by the waves of circumstances, 
without the heart growing big with charity 
for poor unfortunate humanity ? 

The God of nature teaches a religion 
which, if obeyed, will save mankind, and 
a time is coming when all religions will be 
without formulas or dogmas, and Spirit- 
ualism, hand in hand with science, will 
lead the way.

slaye-holders for their property before it 
was taken from them. And just here, lest 
brother F. should assume that we are ad- 
vocating and defending slavery, we will 
state that no one could abhor the institu- 
tion more than we; and if we cared to 
boast we might show that we have done 
and suffered as much for the negro as 
many others. But should that prevent 
us from viewing the subject from the 
Southerner's point of view ? 

‘The trouble with Mr. French and many 
others is simply this : They either can not 
or will not look at the Labor question 
from any point of view but their own; and 
will persist in believing that any one who 
takes a different or more comprehensive 
view must be either selfish or dishonest. 


He takes exceptions tofour speaking of the 


strikers frequenting saloons, and asserts 
that for every one who does there are ten 
who do not. More is the pity then that 
men in their sober senses could be guilty 
of such brutal excesses as have occurred 
wherever the strikes have been extensive. 
How often have they beaten other men 
who wished to work when they chose to 
be idle. Even women, young girls and 
little children have been slapped in the 
face and their clothing torn. Are these 
the acts of brave, noble, good men, who 
are striving in a just cause? Are they 
showing themselves fit for guides and 
rulers? Would the world be the better for 
their dominance ? We do not say that all 
are of this class; but if their leaders and 
a majority of ten to one are honest, sober, 
right-thinking men, why do they not sup- 
press these cowardly outbreaks? When 
and where has a single instance occurred 
of one of these offenders being tried, pun- 
ished or expelled by the society to which he 
belongs? Is it strange that thoughtful per- 
sons should view with uneasiness the strug- 
gle for power of a class of men who show 
daily that they care not whose rights they 
trample on provided they can obtain what 
they want right or wrong, and who mistake 
unbridled license for liberty ? 

Mr. French speaks of those who are 
huddled in cellars and attics in cities 
because monopolists hold land at such 
high prices they can not buy it. Why 
buy at all when Government will give it to 
them? We wonder if Brother F. has 
gone among this class and made himself 
acquainted with their wishes and feelings 
on the subject. We have spent some 
years of our life in a large city, and our 
labors brought us in contact with this class. 
Truth compels us to state, as many others 
have done, that by far the greater number 
of these people would rather remain in the 
city as paupers than seek comfort and 
independence in the country. Now, when 
people don’t want land—will not take it 
as a gift—would rather starve in the vile 
slums of a city than live in the isolation of 
the country—who is to blame? And 
what is Mr. French or anybody else going 
to do about it? Are we to drive them 
from their cellars and attics, and force 
them to beeome tillers of the soil ? Would 
robbing those who have had the force and 
pluck and self-denial to take up land and 
work for an honest living—thus reducing 
them to a state of pauperism—mend the 
matter in any way? No, Brother F., you 
must permit me to say, once more, that 
when people are fit for their rights, they 
will be able to grasp them; but the torch 
of the incendiary, the turbulent riot, the 
drunken brawl, the wanton destruction of 
property, the warring upon and murdering 
and maiming of women and children will 
never help them to these rights. These 
poor creatures must be educated out of 
their ignorance, idleness and pauperism. 

One point more, kind editor, and we 
will close. Mr. French says it would be 
impossible for Government to furnish each 
adult with 480 acres of land. Well, what 
does that signify, so long as each adult 
does not want that amount—no, nor a 
tithe of it? We have just specified one 
class who would not take land as a gift. 
‘There is, and always will be, a great pro- 
portion of the community who would find 
a farm nothing but a trouble anda burden. 
They find far more pleasure and profit in 
other fields. Would Brother Owen, or 
any other editor—would any lawyer, phy- 
sician or other professional man—exchange 
his domain for a few hundred acres of 
rough mountain land, almost entirely unfit 
for cultivation, and covered chiefly with 
rocks, sage brush and chemisal? We fear 
they would laugh at us if we offered to 
“swap” with them. Then Brother F. 
overlooks the fact that the quantity of land 
a man needs is governed by its location, 
quality of soil, and the purposes for which 
he intends to use it. One acre of good 
land near a city is of more value than one 
hundred acres in a rough and remote re- 
gion. A man who uses five acres for gar- 
dening or fruit-growing, or who has ten or 
twenty acres in a chicken ranch, may reap 
far larger profits than a man who has one 
thousand acres of grazing land. 

"Though certain parties pretend to ignore 
these facts, that will not change them. 
This land matteris a many-sided question. 
"Those who deem it a **cause" are in error. 
It is only one of the many evil effects of a 
cause which lies as deep as the foundations 
of human society—as the life of the race 
itself. The cause of all troubles lies in 
the selfishness, depravity and cruelty of 
human nature; and all these are only other 
names for ignorance. But all this will be 
changed. ‘Those who think deeply and 
truly—who can read intuitively the signs 
of the times—know that a mighty revolu- 
tion is at hand. Light will drive away the 
darkness. Right will triumph over wrong. 
Spirit will subdue matter. When wisdom 
dissipates ignorance all the races of the 
earth will dwell together in unity.

AT ODD FELLOWS’ HALL. 


On Sunday last, Sept. 25th, W. J. Colville 
lectured at Odd Fellows’ Hall at 10:45 A. M. on 
‘Government in Spirit Life," The speaker 
quoted from “The Coming Race,” which he 
characterized as one of the most instructive and 
spiritual romances ever published; indeed it is 
not so much of a novel as an inspired prophecy. 
The scene is laid by Bulwer Lytton in a subter- 
ranean world, doubtless suggested, so far as his- 
tory serves, by the wonderful attainments of 
nations whose homes have long since been buried 
in ocean or reduced to ruin through natural con- 
vulsions on land. “ The new Utopia," which is 
the second or sub-title of the tale, conveys its 
prophetic import, and this was no doubt sug- 
gested to the author, who was a truly inspired 
man, by his acquaintance with many occult facts 
veiled from the majority, He had frequent sit- 
tings with some of the most gifted mediums of 
the day, and from them, as well as from other 
sources, the late Lord Lytton gathered much 
material for his most thrilling works. This is an 
open secret ín London society. 

The great central idea which is rapidly perme- 
ating all advanced communities to-day is, that 
places should be given only to those who are 
specially qualified to fill them, Two great evils 
are ever present with us in America, the one is 
the struggle for position on the part of greedy 
office seekers who are sighing for distinction and 
emolument, the other is the practice of electing 
officers fur a strictly limited term, thereby often 
occasioning the expulsion of excellent men in 
every way qualified to hold office, and the intro- 
duction of others less worthy, whose promotion 
is justified chiefly on account of their party 
polities. 

As little government as possible, and yet as 
perfect government as possible, is the goal toward 
which we are all striving. By as little govern- 
ment as possible is meant as little visible govern- 
ment as possible, by as perfect, and we may add 
as much government as possible, is meant a sys- 
tem of executive so noble, so wise, and so much 
beloved that all willingly obey when their affec- 
tions and reason are alike enlisted. 

In spirit life there is no such thing as conten- 
tion for place. As cream rises to the surface of 
milk, as the lighter air always rises above the 
heavier, as the eagle invariably flies higher than 
the sparrow, so the most capable ever rise in 
spheres of spirit to the loftiest elevations. Every 
world has its guardian angel. A perfect govern- 
mental system prevails in all the spheres, and 
one which so closely resembles Bulwer’s ac- 
count of government among the Vril-Ya that 
those who desire to gather some ideas con- 
cerning it would do well to read that charming 
story. D

FRENCH JUsriCE.— The French judicial mind 
is most unique in its reasoning, and yet its de- 
cisions lead one to wonder how the conclusions 
could be avoided, so perfectly just do they seem. 
Inthe town of Douai a mother of six children 
was seduced by a man, whereupon the husband 
obtained a divorce. In most countries the affair 
would have ended here, but not so in France. 
The father brought action against the co-respond- 
ent in the name of his children, and obtained a 
judgment in their favor of two hundred dollars 
each. The judge argued that “the seducer, in 
“betraying the confidence of the husband and 
“turning the wife from her duty, had rendered 
“himself responsible toward the children for the 
*' consequences that might follow, and that the 
“children, being by the divorce deprived of a 
** mother's care and affection, were fully entitled 
“to the damage." The above is but the com- 
mon sense justice, and yet of all the long list 
of similar cases, it is the first one in which the 
children were benefited in that way. Alimony 
is something that divorced fathers generally con- 
tribute willingly for the aid of their children; but 
for another man to be made to pay the little 
ones for estranging the mother, is a precedent 
that should he followed the world over.

The Creation. 


[An effect of impression or so-called unconscious cerebra- 
tion, by A. F. Melchers.] 

In the beginning there was naught but 
time and space—a positive and negative 
condition of existence. But this was suf- 
ficient for the creation of life. Time, the 
positive condition, acted on space, the 
negative, and caused decay to take place 
in the elements of the latter. From the 
decayed elements issued gases, which, in 
combination, took the form of an ether— 
an invisible, acrid and active substance, 
and thus spiritual in nature. Spiritual is 
that which is known to exist as a cause— 
the effects betraying the nature thereof; 
and as all causes are spiritual, they are 
not cognizable to the material or physical 
senses—being non-dimensional and con- 
stituting the force or motive power which 
gives animation, activity and growth or 
motion to material or dimensional objects, 
conditions or life’ entities. Nature is 
known to conduce the above, and by vir- 
tue of possessing the necessary ‘vitality, 
force and substances for this effect. 

Thus nature is spiritual and constitutes 
a cause, and is known to be invisible or 
non-dimensional, acrid or penetrative, 
active or consistent in motion. Space is 
the only known fact in existence, and 
must therefore supply all that is necessary 
to constitute a universe. Nature consti- 
tutes part of the universe, and must there- 
fore have been created or evolved from 
space or the elements thereof. Nature 
being non-dimensional must be spiritual; 
space being dimensional must be material; 
and nature being an evolvement of space 
must constitute the essence or spiritual 
part of the sami Human thought or 
will, although invisible qualifications, are 
known to exist from the fact that they 
have potency of action, and therefore 
must constitute something, a fact, an ex- 
istence of some kind. From nothing 
comes nothing, and if mind was nothing 
it could exert no influence or have no 
effect. But being able to cause motion, 
it must constitute motion—the effects be- 
traying the nature of the cause. Nature, 
so-called, produces animation, activity; 
growth or motion, must constitute the 
latter or contain qualifications which pro- 
duce this effect. Motion being non-di- 
mensional must therefore be spiritual and 
constitute a cause. And if all non-di- 
mensional conditions are spiritual and 
constitute causes, then time must also 
constitute something. And as motion is 
the only known qualification to exist in 
non-dimensional conditions or causes, 
time, like nature and mind, must consti- 
tute motion—the effect proving it in be- 
ing able to act on the elements of space 
and produce motion or activity in the 
same, or evolving a condition from its ele- 
ments which constitute motion in itself— 
ether or nature so-called, and a spiritual 
essence by virtue of being an extract from 

¢ a dimensional or material condition. 

Such a condition is man’s spiritual 
body or spirit so-called—a veritable spir- 
itual essence ot his physical or material 
body, and termed a spirit by virtue of 
being an extract from a material condi- 
tion. And if this is termed spirit, we see 
no objections in terming the spiritual es- 
sence of space or matter spirit also, it be- 
ing, like the former, an invisible and 
active condition, and withal constitutes 
the positive condition of the same, in b 
ing able to act on it or produce motion in 
it; thus, like time, constituting motion. 
But there is a variation in the motion pro- 
duced by the spirit of man and that of 
material nature. The former is intelli- 
gent motion or motion in conscious form, 
while the latter is simply sensuous, this 
giving us reasons to believe that time, the 
first cause or primitive motion, is intelli- 
gent. In the first place there can be no 
intelligent effect without an intelligent 
cause, or the effect in man betrays an in- 
telligence cause somewhere. Nature or 
spirit is not intelligent, but it is sensuous, 
like the sense of feeling in man—a com- 
promise between absolute intelligence and 
inanition, motion and inertia. If sensu- 
ousness is produced by the action of 
intelligence on inanition, or even motion 
on inertia, time certainly proves itself to 
be one or the other, for how could nature 
or spirit become sensuous otherwise ? The 
testimony is in favor of intelligence be- 
Cause there is no motion in matter or 
nature, outside of mind, that 1s known to 
producean intelligent or conscious motion, 
and as it must have originated from some- 
where, the evidence points powerfully in 
the direction of time, and especially as 
this is the remotest cause that can be found 
or traced, reason alone telling that time 
can not be the production of a prior 
cause, or that time was a creation. 

Thus time is the first cause and con- 
sututes intelligence or motion, and being 
non-dimensional it must be spiritual, but 
does not constitute spirit, as it is not a 
Creation—not the essence or extract of 
another condition or entity. It is an ex- 
istence in itself, which never was created, 
and always has existed, and therefore must 
constitute the first or original cause, God 
so-called. 

Time is therefore causation, the origin 
of motion in the universe, and as motion 
produces life time must constitute life as 
well as intelligence. Intelligence is mo- 
tion in the effect, and must be the same 
in the cause; therefore time is motion. 
And as there was naught but time and 
Space in the beginning, which is analo- 


essary for the production of material life, 
or matter acting in conjunction with intel- 
ligence. Man is therefore an effect—the 
coalition of a positive and negative con- 
dition—soul and body or spirit, the latter 
taking the place of the body at death of 
the same, and without which he would 
merge into intelligence or causation again 
—like attracting like. To remain intact, 
or immortal, as it were, man will therefore 
never become disconnected from matter 
or a spiritual essence of the same, thus 
constitute a dual existence, even if the 
material finally becomes lost into insig- 
nificance by the superior development of 
the soul. But such is individual life, and 
if the coalition of time and space consti- 
tuted a similar condition, we may 

a personal God, but one that is infinite 
and eternal, for time and space constitute 
infinity and eternity. Under these con- 
ditions there was no beginning, the term 
being only relative, and as time and space 
are absolute, there was neither any crea- 
tion. That which is always was, and 
such we term God. 


Re-Embodiment. 


[Answers to questions by Miss Shellhamer, at the Banner 
of Light free circle.) 

QursTroN,—What is the explanation of the 
perplexing fact that the enlightened controls of 
Mrs. Britten, M. A. (Oxon) and Mr. Morse 
emphatically deny the necessity of re-embodi- 
ment on earth for individuals after quitting it 
at once through death, asserting that all spirits. 
upholding that theory have no grounds for so 
doing? 

ANSWER.—The controls of those me- 
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diums mentioned by your correspondent 
are undoubtedly honest in their assevera- 
tions, and they fully intend to demon- 
strate, if possible, only that which is the 
truth; and yet in their negations or nega- 
tive affirmations concerning this great sub- 
ject of re-embodiment, we raust believe 
that they have not yet fully covered the 
ground or entered into close, impartial 
scrutiny of this great theme. While we 
have such spirits as those mentioned who 
deny the operation of such a law as that 
known as re-embodiment, spirits who are 
not alone, but who have with them in 
their denial a large army of intelligences 
on the other side of life—we have an 
equal number of wise, advanced spirits, 
who have given this subject careful 
thought and study, and who have affirmed 
through their various mediums, as well 
as in their halls of converse in the spirit- 
ual world, not only their belief in the 
operation of such a law, but that they 
have come into positive knowledge of the 
ict; and certainly the affirmations of 
spirits who claim to know must be given 
equal weight and consideration with those 
negative statements of spirits who do not 
know. We do not care to enter into the 
discussion of this subject, nor of the whys 
and wherefores of the discrepancy exist- 
ing between the statements of equally 
well-developed mediums, or of the spirit- 
ual intelligences operating upon these in- 
struments. Personally, we believe in that 
law called re-embodiment, for we have 
seen what to our mind is practical evi- 
dence of its working.

or ill feeling. It would seem to be an easy mat- 
ter for this medium, by challenging such scrutiny 
as would set all doubt at rest, to remove the 
lespread distrust that prevails in the minds of 
Spiritualists concerning the genuineness of her 
manifestations. That she does not do so is an 
unfortunate fact from which she alone is the 
greatest sufferer, —Ep.

Eniron or Goupex Gate 

Will you please allow me space to say 
a few words regarding the worst wronged 
and abused medium now or heretofore 
before the world; and who, I need hardly 
say, is none other than Elsie Reynolds. 

She came here several months since, 
personally unknown, except to a very 
few, and that few with one or two excep- 
tions, her bitter enemies, as well as ene- 
mies to materialization generally, and has 
been giving seances without interruption 
or intermission except when away from 
this city; first in private houses and later 
at her own residence, under the most 
Strict test conditions, and has given the 
most uniform satisfaction to her large cir- 
cles. 

The writer has attended some ten ora 
dozen of her seances, and is acquainted, 
and has frequently conversed with many 
who have attended most of her seances 
since here, and among all such there is 
uniform and implicit faith in the absolute 
honesty of her mediumship; and well, in- 
deed, have the manifestations justified 
this good opinion. 

Without going into lengthy details, I 
will say that nearly always two spirits 
come at a time, and quite frequently 
three; and one occasion as many as five 
came at the same time—frequently little 
children. On one occasion, my father 
and two of my children came, and while 
they were caressing me'and uttering terms 
of endearment, and while enfolded in my 
arms, one of my daughters vanished and 
so quietly that I had no conception of her 
going. On one occasion a spirit appeared 
with head, arms and chest above the cur- 
tain in a good light, and swayed to and 
fro, as if in a rocking chair, for some 
time. 

Last Wednesday afternoon, I attended 
one of Mrs. R’s circles, which in some 
respects surpassed any I have ever been 
permitted to witness. Mrs. R. always sits 
in front of the curtain before she is en- 
tranced, and is presumed to enter after- 
ward. On this occasion the light being 
strong, she had scarcely been seated until 
a spirit (Lily Roberts) stepped out and 
led her behind the curtain, and returning 
in a moment afterward, led the medium 
slowly around the entire room (a very 
large one), stopping in front of each one 
of eighteen or twenty sitters; then disap- 
pearing behind the curtain, to be followed 
by two other female spirits who made the 
same circuit, while a male form (Captain 
Bird) stood just outside the curtain; dur- 
ing all of which time the room was lit up 
by the full power of a kerosene lamp; 
afterward one of my daughters stepped 
out and called me to her, leading me to 
the curtain, behind which stood revealed 
my spirit father and another daughter 
(Laura). 

** Confederates,” I seem to hear the in- 
dustrious fraud shrieker exclaim; in an- 
swer to which every one in that circle will 
certify on oath, if need be; that if the 
confederates were mortals they had to pass 
through the solid wall to come and disap- 
pear. 

But the wonder of wonders occurs in 
that portion of Mrs. R’s seances that are 
perfectly dark, except as lit up by spirit il- 
lumination. In these, illuminated spirits 


come by twos, threes and even, I am 
told, fives (I have only seen three at one 
time. Come, talk and shake hands, 
sometimes with a giant’s grasp, showing 
themselves as distinctly and plainly as if 
in gaslight. And still more wonderful, a 
ball of light fits over the curtain and 
about the room, falls to the floor some- 
times with a sound like unto a bunch of 
wet cloth; and while you are watching 
the thing, a human form gradually arises 
therefrom, walks, talks, shakes hands, and 
disappears. On one occasion the ball of 
light fell within a foot of my own feet, the 
illuminated form rising therefrom, speak- 
ing and shaking hands with myself and 
others. 

At another time, after the light had 
fallen to the floor, a female form materi- 
alized and disappeared behind the curtain, 
still leaving a portion of the light on the 
floor from which, in a little time, a child 
apparently not over two years old mater- 
jalized and toddled into the cabinet, cry- 
ing and calling for its mamma. Again a 
ball of light ascends from behind the cur- 
tain, hangs just below the ceiling, and a 
clear, strong voice joins the circle in sing- 
ing a hymn; and as we gaze on the ball 
of light from which issues the voice, an il- 
luminated form gradually materializes in 
mid air, descends to the floor, and is rec- 
ognized and embraced by her daughter 
who is in the circle. 

These, Bro. Owen, are some of the 
phenomena occurring in the presence and 
through the mediumship of this misunder- 
stood and sorely misrepresented medium.
